2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
to defray town charges for the ensuing year and make 
appropriations of the same. 


Polls will open at 9:00 A. M. and close not earlier than 
7:00 P. M. 


3. To see if the Town will vote to allow 2% discount 
on all property taxes paid within thirty days after pre- 
sentation of tax bill. 


4. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen and the Town Treasurer to borrow a sum or 
sums of money not to exceed in the aggregate more than 
75% of the anticipated amount to be collected in taxes 
for the current municipal year and to issue in the name 
and on the credit of the Town of Loudon negotiable notes 
therefor, said notes to be paid in 1971 from taxes col- 
lected during the current municipal year. 
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5. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the 
sum of $2,000 for the Highway Capital Reserve Fund. 


6. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen 
to use available Capital Reserve funds for a new truck 
if necessary before the end of the current year. 


7. To see if the Town will vote to raise the sum of 
$500.00 for use by the Bicentennial Committee to help 
finance the coming celebration. 


8. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the 
sum of $354.00 for the Concord Hospital to help defray 
their estimated deficit for the year 1971. 


9. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the 
sum of $1,000.00 for the Fire Department’s Capital Re- 
serve Fund as set up in the 1963 Town Meeting. 


10. To see if the Town will vote to replace the 30 
year old pumper with a new pumper which meets the 
requirements of the New Hampshire Board of Under- 
writers. 


11. To see if the Town will vote to raise the sum of 
$19.000.00 to purchase the pumper, payments to be made 
over a three year period. 


12. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Se- 
lectmen to use available Fire Department Capital Re- 
serve Funds toward the purchase of the new pumper.

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REPORT OF THE ROAD AGENT 


In reporting for the Highway Department, we can see 
a substantial number of projects this past year that 
would deserve thinking about. 

First of all, from the Duncan Fund Account, the 
bridge at Ricker’s was completed this spring with new 
steel railings and paved 20 feet wide from Chichester 
Road, a total of 500 feet, across the bridge. 

Secondly, it was decided work was needed on the 
Shaker Road, from Lovejoy to Concord Line. Four new 
culverts were purchased and installed, bushes trimmed 
and an affordable amount of gravel applied. 

Third, at Carter’s Corner on Loudon Ridge Road, 
stone walls were removed, embankments sloped, the 
hill graveled, and paved, a section 1000 feet in length. 
This project has already proved itself in snow removal 
this winter. 

Finally, at Loudon Ridge on the Gilmanton Road, the 
stone wall was removed on the north side, thereby mak- 
ing snow removal much easier and faster. 
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The T.R.A. Program advanced on Oak Hill Road, with 
another 2000 feet being excavated and graveled. Also a 
retaining wall 275 feet long had to be built in the vicinity 
of the Tower Road. Plans were to have paved this section, 
but will be completed early next spring, as delivery of 
asphalt could not be met at that time. 

Also it should be pointed out at this time we expect 
a sharp increase in asphalt prices, which will have some 
effect in our budget this coming year. 

In September we received a new Ford Truck thereby 
giving us two highway trucks. This is going to prove it- 
self, by eliminating the need to hire private trucks to 
plow snow and thereby be more readily available for 
general highway maintenance. Thought should be given 
this year to the older truck which is a 1966 model, and 
by next fall will have close to 100,000 miles. As you 
know, maintenance causes a problem with a vehicle as 
old as this. | 

New culverts were placed on Lovejoy Rd, Shaker 
Rd., Beck Rd., Ridge Rd., Sanborn Rd., Ricker Rd., and 
Bear Hill Rd. Most of these were to replace old ones that 
had deteriorated to a point they would no longer work. 

In the past two years, signs have been erected on most 
of the main roads and streets, but vandalism has taken 
a toll on some of them. Your corporation in this matter 
would be greatly appreciated. 

Bushes were mowed on approximately 40 miles of 
town road this year.

First of all, on behalf of your Volunteer Fire Depart- 
ment, we would like to have your support on the article 
in the warrant to replace our 30 year old pumper. 


Capt. Ralph Marston, our Fire Alarm Superintendent, 
and Dean Lampron have had a busy year updating and 
maintaining the alarm system. We hope, in the near 
future, to have our own cable in service. This will cut 
down on some maintenance problems. 


Dept. Chief Andrew Downs, our engineer, has spent 
several Monday nights throughout the year teaching 
classes in all phases of fire fighting. I wish to take this 
opportunity to thank these key men of your Volunteer 
Fire Department. 


A breakdown of calls for the past year are: dwellings 
—1, barn—1l, resuscitator—1, brush—16, car fires—3, 
chimney fires—3, Mutual Aid calls—2, Mutual Aid Drills 
—1, dog through ice—1, miscellaneous—11. Total calls 
40. 


Several men have attended schools and seminars 
around the state on fire fighting, adding background and 
depth to your Volunteer Fire Department.

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REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN AND 
DISTRICT CHIEF 


The 1970 forest fire season was a quiet one in this 
area, quiet in part because of your continued coopera- 
tion and favorable weather conditions. 


Fires that did occur were, for the most part, caused 
by debris burning, children and smokers. 


The elimination of three causes of forest fires would 
drastically change this picture — to bring about this 
change we make the following suggestions: 


1. When the ground is not covered with snow a permit 
to burn must be obtained from the Forest Fire 
Warden. This permit covers waste burning, even if 
in an incinerator, grass burning, as well as garden 
trash and brush burning. Such burning is restricted 
by regulation to prior to 9:00 A.M. and after 5:00 
P.M. with the following exceptions: 


Commercial or industrial burning is permissible at 
any time under normal conditions but only with the 
approval of the District Chief and a written permit 
from the Forest Fire Warden. 


2. Fires caused by children can be prevented only with 
the complete cooperation of parents in the supervi- 
sion of their children. Keep matches out of reach of 
children. This action will help to prevent fires and 
may save a life, the life of your child. Try to explain 
this to your child, won’t you? 


3. Forest fires caused by smokers can be reduced in 
number by the exercise of more care in the discarding 
of matches and smoking material whether from a 
vehicle or by a hiker. In all cases, make sure that the 
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butt or match you discard is out, dead out. Smokey 
says, “Thanks for your help,” and invites you to join 
with him in setting a good example for others in the 
prevention of fires and the protection of our environ- 
ment.

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POLICE REPORT 


In reviewing the activities of the Police Department 
during the past year, the report shows a major increase 
in daily complaints and calls. Details of a lot of these 
complaints are known only by the department. 


Since July, when our previous department members 
resolved, we now have three police officers available at 
all times except during our regular job hours. 


With the major increase in population, which makes 
for more complaints and calls, we feel that a full time 
man is in great demand to protect the town more effi- 
ciently twenty-four hours a day. 


This last year our town has had more breaks than last 
year but most of the property was recovered. We believe 
that patrols are a great necessity not only for traffic, but 
for checking buildings and property. We’ve had to rely 
on our department because of a lack of coverage by the 
state. 


Our court records shows that the department had 109 
cases in court, working only on a part-time basis. The 
state had 84 cases with a majority of their total being 
on motorcycle week-end. 


Again we would like to remind you, the people, that 
it is you that call and report 90% of the complaints and 
observe the offense or crime being committed. Please be 
sure to give full information of your call and your name 
before you hang up, this being a big must for us to 
answer any call.
